HOW THE AMATEUR CAN EMULATE THE SKILLED FITTER IN THE USE OF TOOLS 


By J. A. COOPER, 


away from the home garage and towards the service 

station, there will always be a proportion of motorists 
interested in “doing the job themselves.” This proportion 
has even tended to increase again of recent years, for two 
reasons : the cost of motoring has risen to the point where 
many motorists are forced to economize as far as possible 
on additional expenditure, and in the opinion of many car 
owners the standard of workmanship of the average garage 
has shown a distressing tendency to fall. This latter point 
is arguable, and will no doubt be hotly disputed by the 
better class of establishment; but it seems indisputable that 
in this, as in almost all trades, the all-important factor of 
“ pride in a good job well done ” has sadly declined with the 
passage of years. 

Whatever the reasons and however valid their existence, 
the fact remains that the interest of the owner-driver in the 
mechanical processes of service and repair has increased. 
Unfortunately, at the same time, the accessibility of the 
modern car has decreased, and the days when almost any 
job on the car could be carried out with the aid of a normal 
toolkit of spanners, punches, pliers, hacksaw and hammer 
have disappeared for better or for worse. The revolutionary 
change in methods of construction, with the vastly increased 
use of welding, rubber-to-metal bonding, the self-tapping 
screw and the self-locking “nut” in all their various forms, 
has changed all that; moreover, the number of special tools 
ind aligning jigs required, each applicable only to one indi- 
vidual make if not model of car, has reached alarming pro- 
portions, for it is obviously uneconomic for a private owner 
to spend vast sums of money on equipment for what will 
be, for hitn, only very occasional usage. 

Nevertheless, the basic principles involved in handling 
tools and equipment remain unchanged. In an article on

this subject which appeared in The Autocar near the end 
of last year, many useful hints were given on the correct 
methods of using everyday tools such as spanners, pliers, 
screwdrivers, hammers, drills, files, hacksaws and chisels. 
It may, however, be of advantage to take the process a stage 
further by considering the particular applications to which 
many of these are likely to be put in the course of the many 
minor or emergency jobs within the scope of the amateur 
mechanic, and also to consider some special tools. 


Decline of the Nut and Bolt 


At one time, for instance, it was an axiom of automobile 
construction that almost every component should be 
attached by the humble nut and bolt, and that these should 
be discouraged from working loose by the use of either split 
pins or spring washers. For engine, gear box, rear axle and 
other vital parts this still holds good to some extent; but the 
use of the split pin is rapidly decreasing, because of the 
expense involved in the production of drilled bolts and 
slotted nuts and the time taken in assembly. One word 
regarding split pins, however; it is sometimes permissible 
to straighten them out and use them again, but it is always 
better to use a new one if possible, and should they develop 
a crack in the straightening process it is essential that they 
should be replaced. When tightening a nut which is to be 
secured by a split pin, do not overstrain the process in an 
endeavour to reach the next convenient pin slot; nor slacken 
off the nut again to go back to the last slot; if the slot and 
hole do not register, either exchange the nut for another or 
file its bottom face (carefully) until it goes on just that bit 
farther. If the component is held by a number of split- 
pinned bolts, it is frequently possible, by ringing the 
changes on all the nuts during assembly, to have to file only 
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the last one left to be tightened—or even none at all! 

Care must naturally be taken in any case where a large 
area of contact is involved, not only to exert an even pres- 
sure on each of the bolts or studs involved, but also to 
tighten them little by little in such an order that any ten- 
dency to buckle either or both of the components is 
avoided. With cylinder heads, for example, an order of 
tightening is usually given in the manufacturers’ service 
instructions; but, broadly speaking, the nuts should be pulled 
down alternately in each direction, starting from the 
centre. Many manufacturers now employ and recommend 
a torque spanner for this job; this, as its name implies, is 
a spanner embodying an adjustable slipping clutch or pre- 
set indicator to enable exactly the same tensile force to be 
exerted on each stud. 

Reverting to locking devices, however; next come the 
spring washers, which fall generally into three types 
single coil, double coil, and multi-tooth (such as the Shake- 
proof). If the nut is not likely to be removed frequently and 
needs to be really tight, either the first or the third types 
are suitable; should the face on to which the washer abuts 
be of aluminium or other alloy, a plain steel washer should 
be interposed. The Shakeproof type is also useful for pre 
venting inaccessible bolt heads from turning during assem 
bly. The double coil spring washer is usually used where 
a degree of movement is involved; it should not be tightened

sufficiently to compress it completely, and some additional 
method of locking the nut (such as a split pin) is necessary 
Many so-called self-locking nuts are now in general us« 
such as the Simmonds and Oddie varieties; they are ex 
tremely effective, and will in almost all cases remain so even 
after several removals. The amount of effort needed to run 
them down the bolts or studs is in some measure a guide 
to the amount of useful locking property remaining in th 
nut. 
With the advent of composite welded chassis-cum-body 
structures, the development of box sections, and so on, it 
has become more and more essential to be able to attach 
components to the main structure without being able to get 
to the other side of the panel concerned to hold the bolt 
head or nut. This has led to the widespread adoption of 
various forms of captive nut; at first these were merely 
ordinary nuts attached to the rear of the panel by a blob 
of weld, but soon special types were devised. Not only do

gripping smooth or knurled shanks, or even as an emer- 
gency clamp holding two halves of a broken component 
together as a “get-you-home” measure; but in the latter 
case it is naturally advisable to bind together the handles of 
the wrench to avoid any possibility of its jumping apart. 
The writer can even confess to having used it as a spanner 
(for an odd-sized nut) on occasions; but this is not to be 
recommended as a general practice, as the serrated jaws are 
apt to damage the faces of the nut. 

The sort of thin-jawed pliers which have the jaws at an 
angle to the handles, and in which one member has a 
slotted and stepped rivet hole to enable instantaneous 
adjustment to be made to the clamping capacity over a wide 
range, has also many uses; but with these, as with many 
other tools, care must be taken not to overload them by 
attempting too much. Although they will grip fairly firmly, 
it is impossible to undo really tight cylindrical objects with 
them without damage either to tool or to component. For 
this last-mentioned purpose, a useful tool is one of the 
variants on what used to be called a “Spanish windlass”; 
nowadays the versions obtainable are known as chain or 
strap wrenches. They consist of a length of chain (or a 
leather strap), together with a handle by means of which 
a self-tightening action can be exerted on a loop of the 
flexible band; obviously, the chain variety is far stronger, 
but the strap will inflict less damage on fragile or brittle 
components, 

One problem which, sooner or later, confronts every 
amateur mechanic is the removal of a broken stud or bolt. 
Should there be a protruding portion above the level of the

surrounding metal it is sometimes possible to file a pair of 
flats thereon which can be gripped either by an open-ended 
spanner or by the self-grip wrench, and this may be suffi- 
cient to enable the stub to be screwed out. Alternatively, 
a proper stud-grip (in which a knurled roller with a self- 
tightening action is employed to grip the shank) is advisable, 
should there be room available for its use. 

If, however, there is no protruding shank, the problem 
is far more difficult of solution. A set of the taper-threaded 
stud extractors such as the “Ezeout” is invaluable; these 
have a very coarse taper left-hand thread, and are used in 
this way: a hole must be drilled in the broken stud, of as 
large a diameter as possible without breaking into the root 
of its thread or seriously weakening the surrounding metal. 
The appropriate size of extractor is then tapped into this 
hole, and then rotated in an anti-clockwise direction by a 
tap wrench; it tends to screw itself home into the stud, and 
further pressure should rotate the whole stud and unscrew 
it. 

If these are not available a file tang may sometimes be 
used for the same purpose; but as the file itself is hard and 
brittle it should be softened first, or great care taken not to 
get flakes or chips from it in the eyes while it is being hit. 
If everything else fails, the only course left is to enlarge 
the drilled hole in the broken stud to the correct tapping 
diameter for that thread (and for this it must be central 
within very narrow limits), and re-tap the hole, hoping that 
the tap will follow the original thread and clear out the frag- 
ments. Should the thread be irrevocably darnaged in the 
process, the hole must be enlarged and the next size of 
thread tapped into it, either a larger complete bolt or stud 
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or a specially made stepped two-diameter stud being inserted 
to complete the job. 

Another ingenious tool which may be of great value, 
even if not very often, is a device consisting of a length 
of stiff but bendable outer cable, containing an inner mem- 
ber of similar specification: terminating at one end in a 
button and being split at the other into a quartet of small 
jaws. This inner cable is spring loaded, so that the jaws 
are normally retracted into the outer cable; when the button 
is depressed they emerge and spread out. Thus the device 
may be bent (within limits) to go round corners and into 
inaccessible positions, and the jaws used for retrieving odd 
nuts, cotters, washers, or any other débris which has been 
inadvertently dropped. 

When it comes to doing a job on the coachwork side of 
the modern car, which is almost invariably of steel con- 
struction, many owner-drivers are at rather a loss as to 
how to proceed without unnecessary damage to the finish 
Many accessories can be attached by the use of self-tapping 
screws, but even these require the drilling of a hole, and 
if carelessly carried out this may result in the paintwork 
flaking off over an undesirably large area. One useful 
method, when any hole is to be drilled in a panel, is to 
commence operations by clearing the paint from the panel 
to be drilled by the use of a wooden peg in the drill chuck,

When the bare metal is uncovered a centre punch should 
be used, but not so hard as to dent the panel unduly. If 
the required hole is to be larger than, say, jin or {in in 
diameter, a small drill (jin diameter is a very suitable size 
should be used first to act as a guide hole for the large 
drill; too much pressure should never be applied to the 
drill, or its final penetration of the metal sheet will result 
in a ragged edge which is difficult to remove. 


Sham-Chromium 


Screws with chromium-plated heads are preferable for 
the attachment of any component to an exposed position; 
otherwise, the head of the screw must be painted to prevent 
rust forming. Another technique is to tin the screw heads 
with solder, but they must be thoroughly cleaned first. It 
must not be forgotten that if the accessory or component 
involves an electrical circuit, a good metal-to-metal contact 
with the body or chassis is essential for successful operation; 
in some cases it may well be worth running a separate 
earth wire back to the chassis frame proper. This is a 
point, for instance, which almost always used to crop up 
in fitting a tail or stop lamp to the old-fashioned kind of 
hinged luggage grid, and it still occasionally occurs in the 
case of the lid of the luggage locker.

Finally, a few general axioms may not be out of place 
Never hit anything with a hammer unless essential, ano 
then never harder than strictly necessary. If it is cast iron 
or cast aluminium, never hit it at all with anything harder 
than a hide-faced mallet. If its facing is plated, painted, 
or important in any way, use a hide mallet or interpose a 
copper or alloy drift Never grind a screwdriver 
blade to a sharp edge, or to too blunt an angle, and try 
to avoid using a screwdriver which 1s either too large or 
too small for the screw in question Don’t try to use a 
screwdriver as a cold chisel, and don’t use a cold chisel 
unless you are convinced of its necessity. Don't over- 
tighten small bolts and nuts—it is all too casy with the 
long slim chrome-vanadium spanner. When you remove 
iny component, make that you know how it goes 
back again, and mark it if there is likely to be any ambiguity 
is to which way round it should be fitted. Oil or grease 
is a good thing to have on the inside of most things, but 
on the outside of nothing. You don’t have to possess a 
large number of tools; but keep those which you do possess 
clean and in good order 

It has often been said that a fitter can be judged by his 
toolkit; if it worn but clean and serviceable 
tools, he is worth having. If it consists of a miscellaneous 
collection of broken and bent items, lying in a mess of 
spilt Bostik and jointing paste, he is careless, even if he 
does work fast; but if it consists almost entirely of new and 
untouched tools in beautiful rows—he doesn’t work at all

FLEXIBLE CLUTCH PLATE 


“THE modern friction clutch is a simple 

mechanism which has been gradually 
developed and perfected over a number of 
years. Nevertheless, detail improvements 


are from time to time evolved and in a 
new design of flexible clutch plate pro- 
duced by Howard Clayton-Wright, Ltd., 
Wellesbourne, Warwickshire, three equally

employed to transmit the drive from the 
clutch plate itself to the splined boss on 
the shaft. 

The steel clutch plate is dished, and in 
the outer circumference, to which the 
friction lining is riveted, there are 12 
radial cuts which run through to a like 
number of holes, thus providing a degree 
of flexibiliry which assists in giving 
smooth clutch engagement. This plate is 
mounted on the splined central boss or 
hub through the medium of six flexible 
rubber bearings which are received in 
holes in the flange of the hub and in the 
driving flange, the rubber bearings being 
carried on pins which are riveted in posi- 
tion. The rivets thus secure the bearings 
in a state of compression and the rubber 
forms a cushion between the clutch plate 
and the hub, so providing a cushioning 
effect in the drive and helping to eliminate 
judder and harshness at take-up. 

There are also three safety pins which 
pass through the flange of the hub and 
through the driving flange, being received 
in them in circular holes but having clear- 
ance holes in the centre plate, so as to 
allow for the torsional movement as the 
rubber bushes transmit the drive. The 
64in diameter clutch plate has an area 
facing of 15.3 sq in on each side and a 
torque capacity of 45 Ib ft, at which the 
angular deflection is 3} degrees.

EXPERIENCES 
CONTROL WHICH 
EXPERT IN 


HIERE are, says an old proverb, 

more ways of killing a cat than 

choking it with cream. There are 
also more ways of giving the novice 
driver easy, fool-proof clutch actuation 
and gear changing than providing him 
or her with a fully automatic trans- 
mission. This thought is prompted by 
recent experience over a distance of 
some 300 miles on a Morris Oxford 
fitted with the Lockheed Manumatic 
control, which was fully described 
The Autocar of October 10, 1952. 

In place of the normal clutch there 
is fitted an automatic clutch, which is 
controlled by centrifugal force and by 
a vacuum servo cylinder. The opera- 
tion of the latter is itself controlled by 
an electrically operated valve which 
governs the degree of vacuum ad- 
mitted to it from the vacuum reservoir. 
On the steering column is a switch 
which is opened and closed by move- 
ment of the gear lever, and incorpor- 
ated in the clutch is another switch 
which acts as a synchronizer. These 
switches control electrical circuits to 
the operating valve of the servo 
cylinder. 

The clutch is very similar to an 
ordinary friction clutch, but it has an 
additional plate which can be con- 
sidered as being inserted between the 
pressure plate and the clutch springs. 
The intermediate plate carries bob 
weights which, under centrifugal force, 
move outwards and apply force to the 
pressure plate. At rest the clutch 
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On the left is shown

below The hand

elements are separated by the setting 
given to the clutch pedal, which is such 
that clearance is allowed between them 

At low speeds the pressure plate is 
held towards the intermediate plate by 
springs, but above a critical speed the 
force asserted by the bob weights 
separates these two plates, so causing 
the pressure plate to move forward and 
clamp the driven plate with its friction 
lining to the flywheel face. The inter- 
mediate plate is then caused to move 
back against the main thrust springs 
of the clutch until the bob weights 
come up against stops, at which time 
clutch engagement is complete 


Over-riding Control 


Above the speed of centrifugal 
engagement the clutch may be dis- 
engaged by depressing the clutch re 
lease lever, which is carried out for gear 
changing by the vacuum servo cylinder 
This may, however, also be effected by 
the clutch pedal, which is the normal 
extension of the release mechanism, but 
the only occasion for the driver to do 
this is for making a towed start or for 
starting by letting the car coast down- 
hill. A small lever is then moved, 
which unlatches the clutch pedal and 
so allows it to move backwards beyond 
the normal setting, thus aliowing the 
clutch to engage. 

On the hub of the driven plate of the 
clutch there is a frictionally mounted 
cam ring which is capable of a small

degree of rotation relative to the clutch 
cover. On the cover is a pair of fixed 
contacts, which are electrically con- 
nected by the cam in one direction of 
relative rotation and disconnected in the 
other direction. This is, in fact, a 
synchronizing switch for the engine 
speed control circuit. 

To change gear the driver has only 
to move the gear lever, the first small 
initial movement of which completes a 
circuit and energizes the solenoid of 
the electro-magnetic control valve. 
This valve then places the vacuum 
reservoir, which is connected to the in 
duction manifold through a non-return 
valve, into connection with the vacuum 
servo cylinder Accordingly the 
cylinder operates and disengages the 
clutch. This action is very rapid, and 
subsequent movement of the gear lever 
engages the desired gear, the last small 
movement of the lever again opening 
the circuit and so allowing the clutch 
to re-cengage 

Driving with the Manumatic control 
is accordingly extremely simple, for as 
regards operation of the clutch, either 
for starting from rest or for changing 
gear, the driver has nothing to do. He 
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has true tw6-pedal control—throttle 
and brake pedals. Having started the 
engine, one merely moves the gear lever 
into the position for first or second 
gear, first if on a gradient but second 
if on the. level, and then depresses the 
throttle pedal. As the engine speeds 
up the clutch engages smoothly and the 
car moves from rest, but it does, of 
course, stay in that gear until the driver 
decides to change up. For the upward 
change one merely moves the gear 
lever to the next desired position, and 
it does not matter whether the throttle 
is released or held depressed, because 
its control is momentarily taken away 
from the driver. This is effected in 
upward changes by a mechanical con- 
nection between the servo mechanism 
and the throttle linkage, which closes 
the throttle during the change. A lost 
motion mechanism is incorporated in 
the throttle control to allow this to 
happen. 

Similarly, in changing down one has 
only to move the gear lever irrespective 
of the throttle pedal position, because 
if the speed of the engine is below that 
corresponding to the road wheel speed 
the synchronizing switch in the clutch 
completes the circuit to the control 
valve, which creates vacuum in another 
small servo cylinder provided for the 
sole purpose of opening the throttle. 
Thus in downward changes the engine 
is speeded up automatically so that syn- 
chronization of the engaging gears is 
obtained. 

Over 300 miles of winding and hilly 
roads, which were chosen s0 as to make 
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frequent gear changing necessary, the 
Manumatic control gave quite smooth 
gear changes on every occasion, It 
does not, of course, actually improve 
the action of the gear box itself, but it 
does allow even the most inexperienced 
driver to obtain perfect clutch engage- 
ment when starting from rest, while 
the subsequent gear changes, either up 
or down, are also perfectly made. 

If a change is made too rapidly it is 
possible to beat the synchromesh 
action, but that is true of the gear box 
with the ordinary manual control, In 
other words, the Manumatic does not 
remove the limitations of any existing 
type of gear box to which it may be 
fitted, but it does allow the novice to 
obtain the best from it. 


Second to Top 


Changes from second direct to top, 
and vice versa, in a four-speed gear 
box, are also performed perfectly by 
the Manumatic control, but naturally 
the time taken for the engine to slow 
down in changing from second to top, 
or to accelerate in changing from top 
to second, is longer than when the 
change is made to the next higher or 
lower ratio. The change is, however, 
effected silently and without shock, 
whereas an unskilled driver essaying 
similar changes with the ordinary 
manual control will probably not hit 
it off quite correctly, and may evoke 
noise from the gears and probably also 
a transmission shock by being either 
early or late in re-engaging the clutch.

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The change from second gear to first 
is also reasonably good provided that it 
is not attempted at too high a speed. 
First gear, of course, has no synchro- 
mesh action and therefore there is apt 
to be a slight grating of the gears if the 
change is attempted at too high a road 
speed. But as first gear is essentially an 
emergency ratio the change would not 
normally be made on a hill until the 
road speed had dropped to, say, 
10 m.p.h. On a severe gradient calling 
for first gear the speed will then drop 
appreciably below 10 m.p.h. by the 
time the change is completed, and in 
such conditions the result is still better 
than the average driver would be likely 
to attain with ordinary manual control. 

In fact, the only time at which a 
noise is likely to be elicited from the 
gears is on starting from cold, if the 
driver attempts to move off before the 
engine has become warm enough to 
idle regularly. In such conditions the 
throttle pedal will probably be used to 
keep the engine running, and the 
engine speed, therefore, may be high 
enough for clutch engagement to be 
beginning. In this event inevitably the 
gears will grate, and so warn the driver 
that he should release the throttle in 
order that they may engage smoothly. 

As the Manumatic looks after the 
control of the throttle as well as the 
clutch, the novice driver can emulate 
the experienced driver who makes a 
perfect gear change while braking by 
using the heel and toe on brake and 
throttle pedals simultaneously, as on a 
hairpin bend, for example. The only 
difference is that with the Manumatic 
the result is obtained merely by moving 
the gear lever while the brake pedal is 
depressed.

The 
power-to-weight ratio is such that, once 
geared correctly, the car can be driven for 
most of the time in top gear. 

The axle tube is yo curved to pass 
behind the transmission casing, and it is 
located by twin parallel radius arms at 
each side. Additional location is provided 
in the centre by a new arrangement of 
twin A-brackets, one pivoted to the frame, 
one pivoted on the axle, meeting in a 
universal joint at the apex of the two 
brackets. Silentbloc bushes are used for 
the pivots, with bronze packing pieces to 
limit end float without impeding radial 
flexibility.

insist on what are known as “safety 
hubs,” and this has helped to produce an 
interest in sports car racing circles in the 
United States eo of hub where wheel 
location is not affected by breakage of a 
drive shaft.

Competitors, of course, were concerned 
only with the intricacies of the hill, and 
those who had competed previously in 
hill-climbs held at the venue had a useful 
advantage. That it was difficult, particu- 
larly for the lower-powered cars, was 
obvious, because it was long and steep 
as well as vicious. No. 1 in the trial, 
J. Allen with a Ford Anglia, could have 
wished for more gears in addition to more 
power, and the Austin Sevens and Morris 
Minors had to buzz hard. The only 
o.hw.

The 
car toppled for a moment and then crashed 
on to its side—but fortunately neither car 
nor occupants were much damaged, and 
after being righted the car carried on to 
the top.

derful burst of speed. Thomas’ car was 
not looking two , having fallen foul of 
at least one the countryside’s stone 
walls on the way to the hill, but it still 
put up fastest time of the day. 

Hill-climb over, the driving continued, 
and, with one or two halts thrown in at 
check points and controls, the cars wound 
their way out and round just about every 
headland up into Donegal, in the extreme 
north-west of the country. For a time 
the scenery was a compensation for the 
hard work of these tiring roads, with their 
succession of donkey carts, cattle and 
straying goats, horses and hens. But as 
it grew dark t still had to push on, and 
in Antrim the following morning a huge 
procession caused many a tired crew to be 
late on arrival at Bangor, the finish, at the 
eastern end of the southern side of the 
seaway into Belfast. Many cars were 
routed round this procession by very help- 
ful police, but they lost a great deai of 
tume in the process just the same. 


Double Finale 


Tired and unshaven (except, of course, 
for the ladies—looking as bandbox as 
usual) drivers were faced with two final 
tests in the sunshine at Bangor, the first 
of which, although easy in itse'f, was well 
designed to catch out fatigued competi- 
tors. They had to drive past a “gate” 
to which they started end-on; reverse 
through it, and back farther so that they 
could drive through again forwards, finish- 
ing through a gate. The surface 
for the approach and the test was of loose 
gravel and very dry, many spectators 
getting choked with dust as they watched; 
but it was worth it. 

The winning Dellow of W. T. Todd 
was naturally in its element, back and 
forth and away in a trice, while less forru- 
nate was Ted Woolley, whose Hillman 
Minx decided not merely to stall of its 
own accord but also to refuse to restart. 
(After being pushed away it started at a 
touch, of course!) A number of excep- 


tional performances were put up, includ- 
ing those of the team-prize Hillmans of 
Dowling, McCaldin and Eyre-Maunsell. 
oe Flynn was v polished with the 

B2, and Hogan’s Vauxhall was pushed 
through with really impressive dexterity. 
Another remarkably good effort, consider- 
ing the size of the car, was that of G. B 
Malcolm, with his Mark V Jaguar. 

The last test was a simple affair: a 
flying start to a timed strip followed by a 
quick-as-you-can braking section with 
bins on either side. Partly owing to a 
steep camber the bins took some punish- 
ment—and for anyone who had so far 
retained a clean sheet in such matters it 
was a heartbreaking mishap. 

While officials the Ulster club, who 
had planned, organized and executed the 
event so well, got on with their results 
calculations, the crews went for a longed- 
for wash and rest, to appear not much 
later at the dinner, dance and prize-giving 
which were arranged for that Tuesday 
evening.

THE LIMIT 
The Costly Result of an Adjournment 


(64837.|—As a fellow sufferer with your correspondent “ Lex” 
[64811] I must explain to him what happens if he makes a 
serious attempt to challenge the accuracy of police speedometers 
Being myself charged with this offence, I ventured to ask the 
police officer how he checked his speedometer and whether he 
measured the mile and whether he checked the stop-watch 
Without proceeding further with the case, the police inspector 
promptly applied for and was granted an adjournment. At the 
adjournment the county prosecuting solicitor appeared He 
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continued 


brought with him a surveyor who had specially measured the 
mile and a jeweller who had checked the stop-watch. He then 
pointed out to the Bench that they should not require this 
evidence because if it were permissible to go back on this 
question it would eventually be necessary for the police in every 
case to call the Astronomer Royal to prove that the sun was at 
1 certain position in the heavens at a particular time. The 
police car carried a passenger for the speedometer check, who 
operated the stop-watch at the speeds indicated. 

I think my case was stronger than that mentioned by your 
correspondent, because I myself gave evidence that my own 
speedometer had been checked both before and after the inci 
dent, and that the results were very different from a check made 
at the time against the speedometer of the police car. Never 
theless the Bench found me guilty and all I got for my pains 
was a large sum to pay by way of costs. I am given to undei 
stand that it is practically impossible to obtain an acquittal in 
that court on a traffic offence, and I think this applies to most 
magistrates’ courts, except where there is a stipendiary 

It may also be noticed that although the police admitted that 
I caused no danger to anyone, I was more heavily fined (apart 
from the costs) than anyone else that day, although one other 
offender was found to have been drunk in charge of a pedal- 
cycle and a menace to other traffic, and another was found guilty 
of causing an accident to two cyclists
